DAYS BREAKS UNE 
ENDURANCE MARK 


Army Flyers in Test Over 
Los Angeles Surpass 
American Feat and Now 


Seek World’s Record. 


’ 


By the Associated Press. 

METROPOLITAN AIRPORT, 
LOS ANGELES, Jan. 3.—The third 
day of the refueling endurance 
flight by the army’s monoplane 
Question Mark began at 7:26 
o'clock this morning, just after it 
had taken on a new supply of fuel 
from refueling plane No. 2. 

The refueling plane, piloted by 

L‘ieut. Odas Moon, passed 150 gal- 
ions of gasoline to the Question 
Mark in a six-minute contact here 
shortly after 7 a. m. 
* The Question Mark’s three mo- 
tors were reported=te be working 
perfectly after 48 hours of duty. 
The plane started its flight at 4:26 
Tuesday morning. 

For a time this morning fog kept 
the Question Mark away from San 
Diego and it, cruised over the San 
Fernando Valley till the fog to the 
South lifted at 10:10 o'clock. 

Official reports from San Diego 
said the Question Mara arrived on 
Rockwell Field there at 11:45 a. 
m.. and had been refueled. 


Difficult Jot» to Refuel. 


About an hour and a half of ma- 
neuvering on the part of refueling 
plane No. 2 was necessitated earli- 
er today when the Question Mark 
soared over the airport and drop- 
ped a signal calling for fuel. 

Lieut. Moon, pilot of the refuel- 
ing plane, lost contact in his first 
attempt and, after landing, took 
off again to carry 100 gallons up 
to the ship. He said he found the 
air extremely rough. 

Moon reported that Maj. Carl 
Spatz, commander aboard the 
Question Mark, had ‘watched the 
refueling process carefully and had 
checked repeatedly with another 
' member of the crew stationed at 
the fuel tanks. Ground officers 


accumulated a reserve supply of 
gasoline from the frequent refill- 
ings and that it did not need the 
| full 170 gailons which Moon hgd | 
taken up. 

The Question Mark surpassed 
the time record set in the only 
previous American refueling  en- 
durance flight at 8:45 o’clcck iast 
night, and the next goal was the 
world’s endurance record of 60 
hours, 7 minutes, which can be 
broken by flight until 9:31 o’clock 
tonight. 

Several changes of routine have 
been ordered to meet changed and 
unexpected flying conditions in the 
present test. Refueling plane No.

great naval powers in the world 
needs to be purely relative. It 


should be possible to cut down 


proportionately the naval strength 
of these five great powers, and 
that is what the United States has 
sought to do along the lines of the 
ratio provided in the Washington 
treaty. We shall doubtless con- 
tinue our attempts in this direction 


at the conference which takes place 


under the terms o ft W ashing- 
ton treaty, in 1931.” 
In summing up the reasons for 


‘protection of American commerce, 


Hale said: “When you consider that 
our country is the richest and 
most prosperous country in ‘the 
world, our aggregate wealth being 
greater than that of any other half 
dozen nations in the world com- 
bined, that our foreign commerce is 
the equal of that of any other 
country in the world, and reached 
the stupendous figure of $9,000,- 
000 a vear, that we are the ac- 
knowledged money center of the 
world, and that with all these ad- 
vantages we are naturally an ob- 
ject of envy to the rest of the 
world, and then when you further 
ecnsider that our coast line is 
greater by far than that of any 
cther naval Power in the world, 
that our outlying naval stations, 
especially those at Panama and 
Pearl Harbor, are srivated at a 
great distance from tne mainiand, 
and that their defense is of essen- 
tially vital importance to our 
mainland security and our coast- 
wise trade, and, lastly, that we are 
creditors to the extent of many bil- 
lions of dollars to three of the four 
ciher naval Powers, it would 1nct 
be assuming too much for us to 
take the position tha tour vast in- 
terests should be protected by the 
most powerful navy in the world.

$75,000,000 ELECTRIFICATION 
PLAN BY NEW YORK CENTRAL 


Boston-New York Division Report- 
ed to Have Taken Steps for 
New System. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The New

York Central Railroad has under 
consideration a plan to electrify its 
system between New. York and

FATHER OF FIVE SHOT 


John Shulte, Unemployed, Said 
to Have Taken Con- 
demned Food. 


John Schulte, an unemployed

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River Front Improvement 


To Cost $80,000,000 Sketched 


By Harland Bartholomew 


Reclamation of Land From Mississippi to 
Provide Downtown Airport and 
Park Part of Program. 


A plan for the improvement of 
the Mississippi River front north 


of Merchants Bridge and south of 
Lemp avenue, at a cost estimated 
roughly at $30,000,000, to be un- 
dertaken 20 or 30 years from now 
when the proposed central river 
front improvement is completed, 
was outlined by Harland Barthol- 
omew, engineer of the City Plan 
Commission, at the Commission’s 


January meeting at Hotel Mel- 
bourne last night. 
To execute the scheme, more 


than 3000 acres of land would be 
filled and reclaimed from the Mis- 
sissippi River north of Merchants’ 
Bridge to create a park larger than 
Forest Park and a Municipal Air- 
port larger than Lambert-St. Louis 
Field and only 10 minutes from 
the heart of the city; the Thjrd 
street elevated highway would be 
extended north and south to cre- 
ate a riverside speedway from 
Chain of Rocks to Jefferson Bar- 
ee and a yacht harbor and 
marine park would be created in 
South St. Louis east of the City 
Workhouse. 


Plan to Reclaim Land. 
Baftholomew outlined his plan 
with the aid of preliminary sketch- 
es, emphasizing the fact that de- 
tails had not been worked out, but 
maintaining the feasibility of the 
plan. With the cost of the cen- 
tral riverfront improvement esti- 
mated at $50,000,000, the entire 
river front improvement would cost 
upward of $80,000,000; perhaps 
$100,000,000 when the necessary 
connecting arteries and extensions 

were fitted into the scheme. 
Under Bartholomew’s plan, the 
city would take over the group of 
islands in the large bend of the 


river extending from Chain of 
Rocks to Merchants Bridge: the 
river channel would be stroicht- 


ened through low land to be pur- 
ehased from Illinois: levees would 
be built and the island group would 
be filled in to a height of 45 feet 
above normal water level, and the 
present river channel would be 
maintained as a group of lagoons 
Or lakes protected from high wa- 
ter by flood gates. 

Of the 3000 reclaimed acres, 700 
acres in the center of the area 
would be used as an air field 5000 
feet square, directly accessible to 
a highway along the new river 
bank. Ultimately this highway 
would .\be improved with an orna- 
mental concrete wall overlool-ing 
the river. : 

The remaining 1360 acres would 
be improved as a natural park, 
with the large water areas cre- 
ated by the old channel devoted 
to, bathing and boating. Some of 
the lagoons would be large enough 
to accommodate yachts and hirh- 
powered boats which would have 
ready access to the river. Hydro- 
planes could land in the lagoons 
or in the river. 

Riverfront Highway. 

The park and airport would be 
accessible over the riverfront high- 
way or by proposed extensions of 
Adelaide avenue, Calvary avenue 
and two or three other streets not 
yet decided on. The riverfront 
highway would continue north to 
connect with the Chain of Rocks 
Bridge, now under’ construction, 
and the Columbia Bottoms road 
leading on to the Lewis and Clark 


‘Bridge and Alton.

- Downtown Airport Needed. 

“It is only a question of time 
until an airport readily accessible 
from downtown will be absolutely 
necessary.

The northern river plan was 
one of three submitted by Bar- 
tholomew ‘for that district.

St. Louis would bring the total to 
about $30,000,000. 

Yacht Harbor on South Side. 

South of Lemp avenue, the 
southern end of the central river- 
front improvement, Bartholomew 
plans a highway running straight 
south, east of Broadway and west 
of privately-owned riverfront 
property, to Gasconade _ street. 
There the highway would swing 
east to the river and enter a 
marine park just north of the pro- 
posed yacht harbor which would 
be creatéd by dredging within the 
harbor line. 

At Gasconade street, an auxili- 
ary highway would lead: past the 
Workhouse and link with the main 
artery below the yacht harbor, 
thence south along a mile or more 
of bluffs, to Riverview Park. 

Along the bluffs, the highway 
would be set on a trestle above 
the level of the railroad tracks, 
which follow the river bank, and 
below the line of residencegon the 
crest of the bluffs. From iver- 
view Park the highway would ex- 
tend across the River des Peres 
and through Jefferson Barracks, 
proceeding along. the edge of the 
bluffs through the military reser- 
vation. 

Ultimately, Bartholomew 4de- 
clared, the river front highway and 
chain of parks could be connected 
at the northern and southern ends 
with highways leading through a 
complete chain of outer parks. 

The commission decided to take 
Bartholomew's proposals under 
consideration and vote at its Feb- 
ruary meeting on what form the 
plans should take when a complete

Since one of the major foreign 
policies of Hoover’s administration 
will be the fostering of better rela- 
tions with other American repub- 
lics, it is expected that Fletcher's 
advice and counsel will be called 
for frequently, as he has a very 
wide circle of friends among the 
governments of the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics. 

Hoover has known Fletcher for 
many years and kept his eye upon 
his work, both in the diplomatic 
service in the Americas and in 
Europe, where he was Ambassador 
to Belgium, as well as Italy, hav- 
ing been sent overseas after a term 
as Under Secretary of State. 

Besides representing the State 
Department in Chile as Minister 
and Ambassador and in Mexico 
during a delicate period of the 
World War, Fletcher has been a 
delegate to practically all Pan- 
American conferences held in re- 
cent years.

tionship, so that whatever remedies or 
“preventive measures are devised, they 
,mMay not overlook the 90 per cent of the 
evil by concentrating too deeply on the 
‘6 or 10 per cent. 
.+ Before a railroad company or even a 
street car company allows a man to 
drive a locomotive or trolley car, they 
“require him to pass satisfactorily an ex- 
amination which is designed to disclose 
the applicant’s knowledge of the func- 
tions of the various parts of the ma- 
chine, its operation, its controls, his so- 
briety, hearing, eyesight and other qual- 
ities which affect his judgment and self- 
control under an emergency. While, in 
some respects, the responsibility and 
skill of the locomotive engineer and mo- 
torman is and must be greater than that 
of the automobile driver, yet in other 
respects the latter is exposed to many 
more opportunities for accident and 
therefore should be required to pass an 
analogous examination before receiving 
a license to drive a car. 

There are many practical aspects and 
difficulties which would have to be con- 
sidered in framing a proper simple law 
with teeth in it which could be passed 
against the combined opposition of self- 
igh interests and which would accom- 
‘plish the desired result of reducing and 
preventing automobile accidents.

Not often is a session of the Missouri Legislature 

either so important or sépromising as is that which 
begun yesterday. Ii!it follows the mandate of the 
State Constitution anid: revises the statutes, as is re- 
quired every 10 yeai’s, Missouri can get rid of many 
laws, some of them long ago obsolete, which are a 
hindrance to modern State government. If it fulfills 
the excellent promise of performance which the new 
Governor-elect, Judge Caulfield, has given in his per- 
sonal survey of the {State charitable institutions since 
he was élected, it. will make Missouri an infinitely 
more responsible aind progressive State. 
» The last session of the Legislature was disappoint- 
ing, but Judge Caub’ield must bear in mind that the 
second legislative session in any State reign is usu- 
ally unproductive. It is with his first Legislature 
that the Governor must make his record for progress. 
If he permits that opportunity to pass he suffers the 
obloquy under which Gov. Baker is going out of of- 
fice. The Governor is the leader of the Legislature. 
It serves the purposes of good government only so 
far as it is impelled jby his initiative. Few men who 
have become Govermor have enjoyed Judge Caul- 
field’s thorough training in the public service. He 
knows the needs of tihe State, and there is no gain- 
saying his desire to serve them. That ought to make 
his administration frwitful, as it should help Mis- 
souri to gain a place among the modern states. She 
has no such rank now. 

If objection is made that it costs money to have a 
state governed as New York and Wisconsin are gov- 
erned, the answer is that it costs even more to keep 
a state as backward as Missouri is. Only parsimony 
with her State university has caused it to fail so far 
behind those of other Nliddle Western states, and only 
neglect of rural education has brought the State to 
her bad ranking both in literacy and educational op- 
portunity. The Legislature should never have made 
education only one of innumerable suitors for State 
support. It should always have made that its own 
cause, and until it does so the State is bound to suf- 
fer. We need a modern school law, larger school dis- 
tricts, greater equality of opportunity for all the chil- 
dren of the State, amd a budget for the State uni- 
versity that will take it out of the class of the poor 
schools. Why should Missouri, one of the first of the 
midwestern states in population and wealth, trail 
most of them in education? e 

The prompt passage by the Legislature of thé en- 
abling act to put into-:effect the constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing the bond issue of $75,000,000° for 
the early completion of the State highway system is 
confidently expected by the people of Missouri. A 
draft of the bill has been prepared. It vests in the 
State Highway Commission the powers and duties to 
carry out the provisions of the amendment. A com- 
panion measure embodying the technical require 
ments of the sale of the bonds, which is approved by 
the 300 members of the Citizens’ Road Bond Com- 
mittee, will be introduced simultaneously with the 
enabling act. 

The need for action is urgent and obvious. Speedy 
enactment of those measures will make available for 
road construction this year approximately $10,000,000 
additional to current revenue. With this money the 
Highway Department will be able to maintain the 
‘scale of operation of the past several years. Delay 
would necessarily mean the postponement of con- 
struction contracts and a general and costly slowing 
down in the effective conduct of this great enter- 
prise, 

There can be no justification for delay. The amend- 
ment proposing the $75,000,000 bond issue was dis- 
cussed at length in every county in the State. Op- 
ponents and advocates were given a full hearing. The 
decisive majority in favor of the proposal was the in- 
formed judgment of the people. The obligation of 
the Legislature in the premises, therefore, is to carry 
out the will of the people as expressed at the polls. 

The Post-Dispatch shares the public belief that the 
Legislature will quickly pass those two bills, as the 
circumstances require. Should objection develop, 
however, should a spirit of obstruction appear, it will 
be incumbent upon Gov, Caulfield, we submit, to as- 
sert his leadership and furnish proof of thé execu- 
tive capacity which he is believed to possess. 

“Carry on the road program!” That is the people’s 
mandafe to the Caulfield administration. 

It is a standing reproach to Missouri that the 
structure of its government and the methods by which 
its business is transacted are anachronistic. They 
may have functioned well in the ox-team and Ezra 
Meeker age, but they are totally outworn and in- 
adequate in these high-pressure times. It is a truism 
to say that’ no private business could survive were 
it to employ the antiquated system in vogue at Jef- 
ferson City. The result is waste and inefficiency. 
Other states, notably New York, have shown the way 
in this important matter and it can no longer be 
pleaded that Missouri lacks working models from 
which to reconstruct its government. 

The Legislature will have before it a comprehensive 
plan of governmental reorganization. It will be asked 
to pass 


1. A bill establishing a budgetary system, such 
as is employed by the Federal Government and in 
various states. 


2. A bill reorganizing the governmental struc- 
ture, consolidating departments with overlapping 
or similar functions, and abolishing others. 


The time for arguing the merits of the principles 
involved in this proposed legislation is long past. No 


{ 


one, we think, questions their essential soundness and 
wisdom. What is needed now is action. By passing 
a budget bill and a governmental reorganization bill, 
the Legislature will render a necessary public service. 

Once again the Legislature will have before it the 
program of the Missouri Association for Criminal 
Justice. This program is designed to furnish Mis- 
souri with a modern criminal code and to enable pub- 
lic officials to deal more effectively with the alarm- 
ing increase of murder, robbery and other crimes. 
As is well known, the program grows out of a sur- 
vey begun April 1, 1925, and participated in by rep- 
resentative persons and organizations throughout the 
State. Full results of this survey, the first of its 
kind ever to be undertaken in the United States, 
may be examined in a 600-page volume published by 
the Macmillan Company. It represents the best 
thought of the day on the subject of criminal law, 
and its recommendations have been embodied in a 
large sheaf of bills which will be presented to the 
Legislature. = oe 

At the last meeting of the Legislature the survey 
had just been made‘and many members were not 
familiar with it. In the short time that was ayvyail- 
able, however, three of the Missouri association’s 
suggestions were adopted. A bill providing for the 
holding of all executions at Jefferson City was passed, 
but vetoed by Gov. Baker. A bill making it unlaw- 
ful for undertakers to become Coroners was passed, 
only to meet the same fate. The third, a proposal 
for an intermediate reformatory for first offenders be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 30, was enacted into law, 
but is inoperative because of failure to provide the 
necessary appropriations. 

In the two years that have elapsed, legislators have 
had an opportunity to study the whole program of 
the Missouri association. 
sion noteworthy by enacting it into law, thus per- 
mitting Missouri .o meet modern criminality with 
up-to-date legal methods. It is impossible to discuss 
in detail all of the measures proposed by the Mis 
souri association. Some of the most important ones, 
however, may be summarized. 

It is a notorious fact that American criminal pro- 
cedure puts #he State at a disadvantage in criminal 
trials and that the English, from whom we have 
taken our models of criminal procedure, have long 
since junked their antiquated rules for new ones. A 
large part of the Missouri association’s program’ is 
concerned \with this phase of the problem, inelud- 
ing proposals to shorten time for appeals, equalize 
peremptory challenges, simplify indictment forms, 
confer right of full cross-examination of witnesses, 
curb the power of nolle prosequi, permit comment 
on failure of defendant to testify, qualify women for 
jury service and so on. 

A new set of rules has been drawn up to govern 
the conduct of prosecuting attorneys. One bill pro- 
vides that prosecuting attorneys in counties of 15,000 
or more must devote their entfre time to the office. 
Another would permit prosecutors to employ investi- 
gators to aid them in the preparation of cases. A 
third and fourth would require prosecutors to at- 
tend all inquests and compel) prosecutors to follow 
up for collection judgments on forfeited bail bonds. 

Other sections of the program deal with changes 
in legislation regarding bail bonds, with improve- 
ments in the parole system, with the criminal in- 
sane and with the very important matter of records. 


In connection with the last-named the Missouri as- 
sociation makes this comment: 


If our governmental institutions are to make 
satisfactory progress in their fight against crime 
there will have to be kept more accurate and 
more useful records of the operation of all of the 
agencies which have to do with criminal justice. 
At the present time in Missouri there is want 
of co-operation among the various law-enforcing 
agencies and in moat cases the records of county 
officials are quite inadequately and frequently 
negligently kept. 

One of the most important Suggestions made by 
the Missouri association is that the Legislature set 
up a highway patrol, or a State police system, whose 
duty shall be to prevent and detect crime and appre 
hend criminals. As it is, the highways of the State 
form &lmost a perfect haven for bank robbers and 
others who escape from the scene of crimes in anto- 
mobiles. A State police System would make it much 
more difficult for criminals to operate successfully 
in the big cities. Objections have been urged to a 
State police system, largely by labor leaders, who 
fear that such a force might be used for evil pur- 


mate role, State police are invaluable. 

We do not ask the Legislature to swallow whole 
the Missouri association’s Program. It covers a great 
deal of ground and in some of its suggestions it has 
ontered upon debatable territory. No doubt the Leg- 
islature, in its discussion of the measures, will dis- 
cover means by which it can be amended and im- 
proved. By and large, however, it is in principle and 
purpose &@ progressive program. 

There are other respects in which the session 
just beginning can distinguish itself. It can obey the 
plain command of the State Constitution by passing 
& reapportionment bill. It can by comparative study 
of such laws in other states deal with the moral and 
economic responsibility of automobile drivers. It 
can enable St. Louis to apply to subway building 
the principle of taxing benefited real estate. 

Upon the whole it is a great opportunity, one that 
with the leadership of a Governor practiced in the 


public service the Legislature ought to embrace.

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CHARLES HAWTHORNE 
PAINTINGS AT MUSEUN 


Nearly All of the 25 Works in 
the Collection Have Nau- 
tical Subjects. 


A collection of 25 paintings of 
Charles W. Hawthorne, a_ well- 
known American painter, some of 
which have won prizes and medals 
at national exhibits, was placed on 
display at the City Art Museum 
yesterday for the month. Most 
of them smack of the sea. 

“The Fish and the- Man” a por- 
trait of a man in vest and = shirt 
sleeves Holding a silver-tinted fish, 
won the first William A. Clark 
prize and the Corcoran gold medal 
at the Corcoran exhibit in April, 
1926. Another, “The Captain’s 
Wife,” received a Carnegie prize of 
$500 at the 1924 exhibit of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design. The 
portrait is that of a woman dressed 
in black, which contrasts sharply 
with the pallor of her face and 
hands. Still another, “The First 
Mate,’”’ won the Corcoran silver 
medal and the second William A. 
Clark prize in 1924. 

The fact that Hawthorne was 
most successful in depicting nauti- 
cal scenes and figures is proof of 
the influence of Cape Cod life on 
his work.
